Where houses were more or less damaged 
the tenants were allowed to enter where- 
ever practicable and remove their valu- 
ables,

to Acting Fire Commissioner Francis M. 
Jarroll, congratulating him on the work 
of the department. ‘The letter was as

CANAL COMPANY 10 
OK GOVERNMENT TO 
EXTEND GONGEooION 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
PARIS— The directors of the Suez 


Canal will, it is reported, 
shortiv reopen negotiations with the 
Eyvptian government for an extension 
of their concession. A few months ago 


this same ma¥ter was brought before 
the National Assembly at the instance 
of the Khedive; they, however, almost 
unanimously rejected the scheme and as 
the government had previously agreed to 
abide by the decision of that body the 
negotiations were consequently for the 
time being dropped. It is believed that 
the company now intends to apply again, 
but this time they will apply to the 
government direct; the proposition, how- 
ever, will be substantially the same as 
that previously made. 

It will be remembered that the origi- 
nal lease granted to M. de Lesseps was 
for a term of 99 vears and it commenced 
to run from the date when the canal 
was opened to traffic in 1869, conse- 
quently it has about 60 years to run, 
but as the original lease contains a 
clause authorizing the government to 
extend the duration of the lease on con- 
dition that adequate consideration is paid 
for extension, it is believed that 
they now consider it advisable to 
do so.

Sir William Willcocks Gives Details of Mesopotamia Irrigation | 


LONDON—

to the irrigation schemes of Sir William 
Willeocks in Mesopotamia. It is now 
possible to give some idea of the details 


interesting account of them sent: to the 
Times of India by a correspondent who 
was fortunate enough to meet Sir Will- 
iam himself in Baghdad. 

It was in 1908 that Sir William Will- 
cocks was requested by the Turkish gov- 
ernment to submit a report on the sub- 
ject. of irrigation in Mesopotamia. He 
accordingly set to work and elaborated 
12 projects, which provided for the ir- 
rigation of 3,200,000 acres at a total cost 
of $37,050,000. The government was so 
impressed with the possibilities revealed 
that they forthwith engaged Sir William 
for a period of five years as adviser and 
instructor to proceed to Mesopotamia to 
carry out the necessary surveys. Funds 
were allotted for expenses and Sir Will- 
jam was given a free hand with the 
result that, at the end of the year, he 
was able to present a fresh batch of 
plans. Investigation had brought out the 
fact that, before an) system of canaliza- 
tion was attempted measures would have 
to be taken to dispose of the annual 
floods consequent on the melting of the 
snows in Asia Minor. These floods de- 
scend on the flat tract of country on 
either side of the Euphrates and Tigris 
and, as the muddy river beds are inca- 
pable of carrying off such a volume of 
water, the banks of the rivers are 
breached and the surrounding country 
inundated.

FIRMS BURNED OUT 
NN BIG BUSTON FIR 
TO REBUILD AT ONCE 


(Continued from Page One.) 
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“When I reached the scene I ordered 
the fifth alarm. A few minutes later | 
saw that the entire South End was 
threatened, and knowing the value of the 
manufacturing concerns in the immedi- 
ate vicinity I ordered a general alarm 
and asked for help from every place 
within a 10-mile radius of Boston. 


the Boston and metropolitan fire fight- 
ers that confined the two fires. Every 
man worked, regular and volunteer, as 
if drilled for just such an occasion. 

“My main object was to confine the 
South End fire, as I saw at a glance that 
it could not be put out. That the de- 
partment did confine it showed to Boston 
better than ever the splendid fire force 
it has. 

“It was the hardest fight the firemen 
ever had. The start was greater than 
the big fire in the seventies and in in- 
tensity it has not been rivaled in my 
time. 

“I never expected that the High street 
fire could be confined to one building. 
Box 44 was sounded at just the time 
that I was getting the South End fire 
confined. I did not want to 
single piece of, apparatus, for the big 
Reed block, filled with manufacturing 
concerns, was threatened just at this 
time. 


“The second alarm came on that box 
and then boxes 48 and 52, acting as four 
alarms, and I realized that we had two 
unusually bad fires on our hands. 

“It was here that the metropolitan 
force demonstrated its worth. Quincey 
sent us its three-horse- blue ribbon team 
and in less than 35 minutes the eight 
miles was covered. Others also responded 
promptly. Some firemen came on horse- 
back. With Chief Fox and a few regu- 
lars the suburban firemen confined this 
fire, Which was also in a very bad _ lo- 
ealitv. I know that only hard work 
did it. Boston has reason to be very 
proud of its department and of 
auxiliary department of the suburbs.’

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PROSPERITY TENDS TO DECREASE LIBRARY 
CIRCULATION, SAYS OFF ICLAL OF BOSTON 


Otto Fleischner of Local Institution Thinks Conditions 


Found in Chicago Obtain Here, but Does Not Lay '- ’ 


Falling Off to Cheap Theaters. 


General prosperity and multiplication 
of nickel theaters are the principal rea- 
gons assigned by Henry E. Legler, librar- 


jan of the Chicago Public Library, for a 
universal decline in the circulation of 
public library books throughout the coun- 
try. Mr. Legler discussed “the lure 
away from the library” in a recent inter- 
view in the Chicago Record-Herald. 

Otto Fleischner, assistant librarian of 
the Boston Publie Library, confirms Mr. 
Legler’s observations in general as ap- 
plying to this city, although he consid- 
ered that special features of the local 
library's service make it to some extent 
immune from the conditions Mr. Legler 
discussed. He ‘did not pretend to define 
the effect of the cheap theater upon li- 
brary patronage in Boston. 

In common with practically all libra- 
ries in the large cities, Mr. Legler said, 
the Chicago library has felt the effect of

To Make f Pipings 


As pipings are so fashionable and form 
a part of the finish of almost every 
gown, it is as well to know how they 
should be made. For a quarter of an 
inch piping cut the material into bias 
strips an inch and a quarter wide, and 
for wider pipings increase the width ac- 
cordingly. Fold these strips through 
the center lengthwise and baste close to 
the fold. 

Under the part to be piped lay the 
folded strip allowing a quarter of an 
inch to show, and three-quarters of an 
inch for the seam. After the piping is 
basted in place, stitch it as close to the 
edge as possible. When a narrower pip- 
ing is wanted the goods is cut according- 
ly; but be sure to see that there is a 
good three-eighths of an inch allowed for 
the seam.

TRADE IN AUSSI 


United States Consul Writes 
That Our Manufacturers 
Do Not Cater to Tastes as 
Their Competitors Do.

WASHINGTON—Of much interest to 
the leather trade is a report that has 
been submitted to the bureau of manu- 
facturers of the department of commerce 
and labor by Consul Thomas E. Heenan 
of Warsaw, who says concerning the 
Russian leather market: 

The demand for glazed kid is steadily 
increasing and large quantities are im- 
ported from the United States, France, 
Germany, England and Austria. The 
for Warsaw alone amount to 
$5,000,000 per annum, more or less, the 
major portion of which falls to France and 
America. Germany not long ago started 
to turn out black glazed kid comparing 
favorably with the’ products of America 
and I'rance, and is rapidly gaining ground 
in Warsaw and Russia, while the Ger- 
man colored grades have been in the 
lead for the past few years on account 
of their uniformity in color and beauti- 
ful shades. The American shades:do not 
appeal to the local tastes, and the Ameri- 
can manufacturers seem oblivious of this 
fact, so far as turning out the desired 
colors is concerned. No doubt if a proper 
attempt was made to supply the shades 
desired America could easily compete as 
to price and quality. As a rule the 


sale, and is being strongly patronized by 
both the dealer and consumer. There 
are, nevertheless, a few faults connected 
with the exportation of this article which 
should be corrected. 

First—-There are cases on record of an 
American manufacturer not paying 
‘enough attention to the proper assort- 
ment grades, whereby several skins 
of different grades may be found in a par- 
icel of a given grade, which should never

,oceur, especially if the manufacturer de- 


‘sires to retain his foreign customer. Such 
cases oceur with goods received 
from Germany or France, where strict 
attention is paid to this partieuwlar part 
of the

Fach skin should be branded 
with the trade-mark, and the size of the 
/skin in square feet should be stamped 
on the skin and not written in chalk, as 
‘is now customary with the majority of 
manufacturers. The reason for this 
that unreliable concerns can easily add 
with chalk to the size of the skin, with 
result that the consumer becomes 
dissatistied and loses contidence in the 
As a result of such malpractises, 
consumers are strongly opposed to buy- 
ing unstamped goods. 

Third--The top grades of American 
glazed kid, which should be practically 
faultless, often show many _ defects. 
More eare should be bestowed on the 
selection of skins, avoiding skins ‘with 
)scars; and the edges of the hides should 
ibe more painstakingly trimmed, so as to 
avoid an excess of waste. These remarks 
mav be applied to all grades of leather. 

The United States could do much more 
in box calf, but up to the present the 
tanning of these hides has been unsatis- 
factory. Scars should.be more thorough- 
lv eliminated, edges trimmed better and 
price reduced; otherwise competition 
with German and local products is ‘im- 
possible. 

American patent kid has almost sup- 
planted the French make heretofore 
used. On the whole, there are no faults 
to be found with this particular grade, 
with the exception that the skins should 
be softer. Stiff skins crack very quickly 
and are considered undesirable by the 
consumers, This remark applies only to 
the standard grades of America, such as 
made by the manufacturers of Sterling 
patent and Corona patent kid, which 
brands are almost exclusively used in 
Warsaw.

NEW YORK— Earnings of Union and 
Southern Pacitic for the year ended June 
30 last were phenomenal. Heretofore the 
record of earning power of the two prop- 
erties was $202.500,000, as of 1907. This 
record was exceeded in the recent year 
by 1l per cent and 1910 level of gross 
being $225,000,000. 

Even that does not show the improve- 
ment over the preceding year, The gross 
increase of the combined properties over 
1909 was $26,000,000 or 13 per cent, Com- 
pared with average gross of five preced- 
ing vears the 1910 mark is a gain of 
$39,000,000 or 21 per cent. 

With a negligible change in mileage, so 
perpendicular an advance in revenue 
means only that these properties have 
never as yet approached their potential 
stride, because such elasticity in capacity 
for yielding new tonnage is a mark of a 
country with a wide margin of growth 
ahead. 

It is not expected that the gains of the 
past vear will be exceeded or even du- 
plicated annually, but there is reason- 
able promise that with normal prosperity 
and average expansion of mileage, by 
1915 the Union Pacifie gross will have 
reached $125,000,000 and Southern Pa- 
cific have passed $175,000,000, also that 
net will climb in proportion. 

Contrary to a vague general opinion 
it is gross earnings that tells the story 
of the future of American roads of the 
first class. While the percentage. saved 
for net will fluctuate with the country’s 
prosperity, conditions are well enough in 
hand to assure that over a period of 
vears a generous and fairly predictable 
proportion of gains in gross will accrue 
to net. ,

The fact that with a $11,477,631 gain 
gross in the fiscal vear 1910 Union 
Pacific saved only $1,794,066 for net 
no criterion of its future possibilities. 
Union Pacitie’s operating ratio has long 
been more or less of a marvel, although 
nothing of a mystery. The 1909 ratio 
of 48.18 per cent must, however, be con- 
sidered slightly abnormal. An advance 
in th: ratio of operating expenses to 
gross from 48.18 per cent to 52.02 per 
cent in the vear recently ended calls to 
mind the hardest winter of many years, 
and increases in wages, both of which 
contingencies may be encountered again. 

Taking good and bad times together, 
Union Pacitie may fairly be expected to 
save for net 50 cents of every $1 earned. 
During «the past year Southern Pacitic 
saved 38.34 cents of every dollar gross 
against 37.11 cents in 1909, 31.32 in 1908, 
and 36.40 in 1907, an average for four 
vears of 35.77. This means that with 
prospects of gross five vears hence aggre- 
gating $300,000,000 per annum, the Union 
and Southern Pacific will be in possession 
of net annual income approximating 
$120,000,000.

TORONTO—A plan is now under con- 
sideration for connecting, by a water 
route, Hudson bay and Lake Superior.

HARDENING TENDENCY SHOWN 
IN THE QUOTATIONS FOR WOOL 


Dealers More Confident Regarding Statistical Outlook and 


Future of Values, and Few Concessions Now Are 


Made to Consumers on 


Domestic or Foreign Clips. 


Manufacturers continue to take fair 
lots 6f wool in the Boston market; al- 
though nothing approaching a boom is 
under way, The inquiry for fleeces is 
encouraging to holders, 
territory arrivals, especially when they 
show better than average quality, arouse 
the interest of the mill men. 


For some lines of stock a better price 
is obtainable now than could be secured 
two or three weeks. ago. Dealers are 
more confident regarding the future of 
values, and this feeling on their part is 
reflected in their firmer attitude toward 
consumers. 

It is true that the seller finds it diffi- 
cult. to establish actually higher quota- 
tions but the attempt is made, and a 
shade of improvement in the level of 
values is reported. This applies to both 
domestic and imported holdings, some of 
the latter having been disposed of, since 
the London sales closed, to better advan- 
tage, due to the fact. being recognized 
that prices here are below a parity with 
the foreign merts, 

The various factors- in fhe market, 
from the dealer in raw material to the 
handler of mill outputs, are chiefly con- 
cerned now with the estimate of wool 
requirements for the balance of the cur- 
rent vear. There seems to be no doubt in 
any quarter that they will exceed the 
takings of the first half, although 
scarcely any one as vet is sanguine enough 
to predict a demand equal to that of the 
corresponding period a year ago. 

If anything like a return to normal 
demand is experienced, however, the wool 
trade will be in a position to recover 
considerable of its former buoyancy, for 
the statistical outlook is by no means 
discouraging. It is fully realized by con- 
sumers well as by the merchants 
themselves, that the amount of wool 
which has come forward this season is 
less by upward of 100,000,000 pounds 
than the quantity arriving to the like 
date in 1909. 

Even though it -be granted that a 
large percentage of this deficit is in the 
available supply in storage, and can be 
had for the asking if growers’ terms are 
complied with, it is equally true that 
fully 40,000,000 pounds of the decrease 
in receipts represent the difference be- 
tween the imports of the contrasted peri- 
ods, and in all probability will not be 
made up by later importations this vear. 

Current report from growing sections 
is to the effect that the domestic clip 
is several millions of pounds lighter this 
vear than last, some estimates being as 
high as 20,000,000 to 25.000,000 pounds, 
an amount which can be more conveni- 
ently spared this year than in normal 
periods, and the occurrence, if confirmed, 
may have a bearing of some importance 
later upon the question of values. 

In view of these conditions it is not 
difficult to conceive of a situation that 
‘might give rise to a strong forward 
movement in the trade. Manufacturers 
are keeping close watch upon the goods 
outlook, therefore, and all that is. needed 
t6 arouse them from their present air of 
indifference is a little more assurance 
that a fair quantity of fabrics will be 
wanted. 

It must be admitted that the orders 
for spring lines recently opened have not

The market 
is irregular and some of the mills have 
cause to be disappointed with the slow- 
ness of demand for their offerings. The 
impression prevails that considerable 
lightweight clothing of this year’s pro- 
duction has been carried over and that 
the dealers are conservative in their 
views regarding prospective requirements 
on this account. ? 

Advices continue to come from pri-. 
mary points of quantities of new domes- 
tic wools going into storage warehouses 
to await more favorable marketing con- 
ditions. Nearly 1,000,000 pounds of 
Western Texas 12 months’ stock are 
stored in the Central Storage Company’s 
warehouse in that state. Considerable 
of the clip of the state of Washington 
is similarly held. About 500,000 pounds 
are stored in the Lewiston district, south 
of Spokane. It is stated that there are 
stored in the warehouse at Asotin 
approximately 68,000 pounds, belonging 
to three growers, and approximately 
217,000 pounds, owned by 18 growers, are 
in the Interior Warehouse Company’s 
structure at Lewiston. 


In the carpet and rug trade the clean- 
up of the mill outputs for the year thus 
far has been fairly satisfactory, the 
July trade especially being reported as 
encouraging. Holders of carpet wool are 
firm in their views of values, and all 
class IIT. stock is strongly held.

In the fiscal year ended June 30 last 
Bangor & Aroostook railroad earned a 
balance after charges of about $222,000, 
equal to 8.8 per cent on the $2,510,000 
common stock. This is more than double 
the 4 per cent dividends paid-during the 
year and shows an improvement of 64 
per cent over 1909 and 100 per cent over 
the 1908 fiscal year, when the company 
was just able to show 4 per cent dividend 
earned. 

The operating ratio in 1910 was about 
58 per cent, the first time that the coim- 
pany has reported a ratio under 60 per 
cent in its history. By this reduction in 
expenses it was possible for the road to 
show a record net, although gross was 
nearly $200,000 less than that for 1907.

A Famous “Blue’’ 


A new book on the bluestockings of 
the latter part of the eighteenth century 
thas this picture of Elizabeth Robinson 
Montagu as summed by the Bookman: 

If Mrs. Montagu’s shapely head was 
not turned by the adulation of society, it 
was because her wit and beauty and 
wealth were nicely balanced by her wis- 
dom and learning and virtue. Burke 
called her the most perfect being ever 
created. But no human being can be 
quite perfect, as her other titles—‘the 
fidget” and “the lean’-—may suggest. 
‘When she was only 12 she wrote in this 
style: “This Cambridge neither affords 
anything entertaining nor ridiculous 
enough to put into a letter. Were it 
half so difficult to find something to say 
as something to write, what a melan- 
choly set of people should we be who 
love prating.” Thus vne is all prepared 
to find her later the self-conscious center 
around which her world revolved. 
Though she diffused more knowledge in 
her conversation than almost any man 
Doctor Johnson knew, 
said her countenance was the most ani- 
mated in the world. Indeed, according 
to this lady—though the image is confus- 
ing—she united the sprightly vivacity 
of 15 with the judgment and experi- 
ence of a Nestor. As with Elizabeth, no 
flattery was too gross for her accept- 
ance, and she was full of affectations. 
She was a notable housewife, had a 
famous cook, and made with her own 
hands the celebrated feather hangings 
which adorned one of her rooms and 
which took 10 years to complete. She 
frequently invited 200 or 300 people to 
breakfast and gave several dinner par- 
ties a week—and thus one is not sur- 
prised to hear she was the slave rather 
than the mistress of the conversation. 
Her systematic benevolence sometimes 
expressed itself rather picturesquely, as 
in her annual lawn party to the chimney

Of “Vanity Fair” Mr. Chesterton says 
that Thackeray’s point surely is that 
Amelia was a fool; but that there is 
a certain element in virtue, by which 
even a fool manages to outlast a 
knave.

The only pardon comes in losing sight 
of the false self and cfaiming the birth- 
right of the child of God in whom is 
no capacity to sin. But none may claim 
this pure, enduring reality for himself 
who does not equally ascribe it to all 
men, and prove its possession by acts 
rather than words. : 

When Jesus said that the kingdom of 
heaven was within us he gave another 
lesson in forgiveness. It is in our own 
consciousness that the sense of pardon 
must come; no forgiveness from outside 
ourselves can help us unless we are free 
from our condemnation of others. If we 
are holding to condemnation we are not 
free from condemnation, in fact it may 
be said that he who judges another does 
the same things. Truly seen, pardon 
is not condoning a fault but it is 
destroying it through reform. This 
reformation of the human heart which 


| wins to the consciousness of heaven, har- 


mony, and divine Love, includes as well | 
the impossibility of cherishing resent- 
ment. And moreover it sees a like re- 
forming in every direction; reform in the 
idea held of others even as of self. 

Forgiveness is not the mere absence of 
condemnation. Jesus did not say, “Re- 
frain from returning evil for evil,” but 
| he taught clearly that we must return 
| good for evil. Unforgiveness is direct 
disobedience to this teaching, Persons 
sometimes,. however, condone in them- 
selves an unforgiving spirit because they 
continue to do outwardly the right and 
jus‘ thing by another who has wronged 
them. But Jesus uncovered this sophistry 
when he taught that the anger of the 
heart is one with the sin of murder. 
Moreover, such a covering up of enmity 
adds hypocrisy to the sin of an unforgiv- 
ing heart. 

In the practice of Christian Science it 
is often found that the removal of his 
sense of unforgiveness sets a sufferer 
free. There are two reasons why forgiv- 
ing others opens the heart for the incom- 
ing of the spirit of love and peace. The 
unforgiving thought can be cherished 
only where we secretly feel that we are 
better than the person we do not forgive. 
Jesus showed that the poor in spirit are 
blessed, those who realize the poverty of 
the mortal nature, so called. The Phari- 
see who thanked God that he was not 
as other men are did not find his own 
pardon; while the man who prayed “God 
be merciful to me a sinner” was for- 
given. We certainly do not withhold 
our forgiveness from others when we 
realize our own need of forgiveness. 
Therefore humility must have her work 
in “us. Recognizing our own need of 
divine grace and of the forbearing love 


to know that no matter what another 
may have done by us we ourselves as 
mortals are no better than he. Some- 
times indeed we see that what we find hard 
to forgive in another is his Maperiority 
to ourselves. Such _ self-examination 
leads us to pray with the psatmist, “Who 
can understand his errors?

| THe civilized world today is asking itself

Though 
the assassin has fallen upon him in revenge, 
Mayor Gaynor’s reward for having, as the

THERE can be little doubt that the 
uneasiness felt at the Quai Dorsay on the 
subject of the contemplated United States 
loan to Liberia is without any foundation. 
The Temps expressed itself moderately and 
justly on the subject and with that view we 
have expressed our sympathy. It is natural 
enough that in the old world a step in 
financial assistance from a strong power to 
a very weak one, such as has been proposed 
by the United States to be taken in Liberia's behalf, should be 
regarded as “opening the trenches” in operations that have for their 


Ir 1s pointed out by, an_ observant 
Washington correspondent that by putting 
into force numerous reforms, in the way of 
eliminating red tape and substituting new 
and improved methods in the conduct of his 
department, Postmaster-General Hitchcock 
has succeeded in making a cut of approxt- 
mately $11,500,000 in the postal deficit, and 
that a parallel may be found for this in the 
case of Collector William Loeb of New 
York, whose excellent administration is credited with an increase 
in the revenue last year, through the customs service of the port 
of New York, of fully $12,000,000. 

The fact that this immense sum of money has been saved to 
the treasury by the application of sound and honest business methods 
in the New York custom house carries with it, of course, the less 
satisfying consideration that the treasury has suffered under 
different methods the loss of millions in that establishment. ‘But no 
consideration of this kind should be permitted to detract from the 
value of Mr. Loeb’s achievement. Rather should it add to the great 
credit that already attaches to him. For nothing could be much 
plainer than that he might have easily made his term of office 
more comfortable and more profitable for himself, in the sense in 
which some matters have been too long regarded, by permitting 
things to go on as he found them. 

Some of those who shall succeed William Loeb may not be 
as exacting as he, but it seems probable that never again can the 
New York custom house become the nest of negligence and 
corruption that it was when he entered upon his duties. He has set 
a pace and made a record that can hardly be departed from here- 
after. And more than this, the work which he has accomplished 
in New York has raised the moral standard of the public service 
everywhere, and the moral standard of those who have dealings 
with it.

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HoweEVeER unwarranted the roseate view may 
seem to some, in the light of certain recent 
occurrences, who shall deny to President 
Taft the right to the optimism with which 
he seems to be so richly endowed, and which 
has stood him in good part throughout his 
entire public career? He took an optimistic 
view of things as a newspaper reporter, as a 
| || lawyer, as a judge, as a governor in the 
es : Philippines, as an adjuster of revolutionary 
difficulties in Cuba, as an envoy to the Orient, as a cabinet officer, 
as a candidate, as President, in the promotion of policies opposed 
to the views of the organization managers in House and Senate— 
and his optimism has accompanied him through all of his missions 
and trials and difficulties with flying colors. 

He is now optimistic as to the future of his party in New York, 
despite the fact that it is torn by factions, and he is optimistic 
regarding the future of his party in the nation, although in several 
of the states internal strife divides the forces whose absolute unity 
is at this time-imore than ever essential to success at the polls. 

It would"be doing President Taft a grave injustice to ascribe 
to him an optimism which thrives upon the ignorance of the real 
situation, or an indisposition to see thifgs as they are. More likely 
he is optimistic because experience has taught him that in politics,

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object the aggrandizement of power if not the increase of territory. 
It must be admitted that if we go by experience based on the 
practise of the old world, such a view is no more than justifiable. 
But the United States has introduced and put into practise something 
quite new to its older brothers among the nations: it has dethroned 
pessimism as an institution and has set up instead a reasoned 
hopefulness, that perhaps in a good many cases has not explained 
itself, yet in the vast majority has shown results with which this 


as in other walks of life, and other fields of activity, the best thing 
that can be done with appearances, generally speaking, is to discount 
them. Like all public men, he has seen appearances tending all one 
way up to the very closing of the polls, and then he has heard 
returns from the ballot boxes that were all the other way.

‘men not to fritter their time away, spoke to these young men of 


books and wisdom and of the meaning of a university and what 
they were to get there. He showed them that good books were 
indispensable and helped to wisdom, that quality so much higher, 
as he impressed upon them, than the mere acquisition of learning, 
and by good books he meant those that had the attitude of being 
“heilig,’’ healthy, holy. The printed paper, be it book or leaflet, that 
is no more than the snippings of unworthiness, cannot be “heilig’’; 
it tells us nothing to remember and paints for us no picture of 
nobility. It menaces youth in a very subtle way, in that it accustoms 
to the easy path of superficiality, and beguiles it into believing that 
a mere succession of impressions that excite or amuse for the 
moment is the same thing as thinking. 


The American tendency toward superficiality does not make for . 


superiority. A public library of which half the use is the absorbing 
of the moth-like literature of periodicals is a doubtful blessing. 
It is too likely to accustom a man to look upon reading as a form 
of amusement that is less expensive than a cinematograph and 
sometimes more respectable; it tends too readily to make him flabby, 
dependent on the spice of newness for his mental appetite. Yet 
nothing good is ever anything else than new. 

The most undemocratic thing in the world is to read inferior 
books and papers; the English language belongs to this people and 
goodness to all humanity, and to accustom them to the thought 
that privilege or aristocracy or caste have put a seal upon the best 
books, is to commit a fraud. Do not let us mistake our own laziness 
tor an assertion of independence; that will involve us in all sorts 
of contradictions. If one is accustomed to the easy, slipshod stream 
that flows from the printing press and if one likes to wander 
bemused in the false twilight of unimaginative fiction or taste 
small gossip’s stale rancor, he does not find it very easy to read 
substantial prose. It was not expected that he would, but he must 
do it to have what 1s best in letters. 

In the Umited States there are many elements of great 
proportions seething together in the crucible of formation; different 
nauionalities, different opinions, different customs, all working 
together generally with a good result. But that result will not 
be permanent unless each man is willing to surrender to what is 
best that it may become universal. The United States was born 
with a language, an experience by no means common to all nations, 
and a noble language it has been of freedom and strength, the 
tongue in which our Bible is read and in which the great instru- 
ments of liberty have been written. As we can take the comfort 
of that Bible with reverence and gratitude, so ought we to preserve 
unimpaired and respected the beauty of the tongue into which the 
noblest of books was translated by our forefathers and keep its 


country has every reason to be content. 

As an attribute of that hopefulness is an expectation that other 
powers will understand that the United States means what it says, 
and in this particular case of Liberia the United States has no 
more than said that it would like to help an almost dependent power 
that in the beginning began its existence under the protection of 
citizens of the United States. Liberia finds herself wellnigh 
helpless? with the civilization of England and France to contend 
with, she has more’ on her hands than she can well perform; her 
difficulty in administering the government in a way that 'shall 
strengthen it ‘and build up a state that shall command respect is 
shown no more plainly than in the condition of the national finances. 
Writing about these an author says, “and though it has not paid 
its debts, successive governments are in: the habit of registering 
vows to meet this first obligation of a nation toward its neighbors.”’ 

The United States sees Liberia in this condition and wishes 
to help her; she is the result of an effort on the part of American 
philanthropists nearly a century ago to form a settlement of negro 
freemen, and as a matter of fact Liberia was under the tutelage of 
this country for a quarter of a century thereafter. The desire on 
the part of the United States is most praiseworthy. It is a proper 
sentiment on this country’s part that those who have not had as 
much training as their Gaucasian fellow human beings, once given 
a chance to govern themgelves should be helped and encouraged 
to continue * a case where the work can be done without harm 


to any one. 
The proposifion of the United Sta‘es seems to be reasonable 


enough, namely that $1,500,000 be loaned the republic to refund 


its national debt and that the regulation of customs receipts be in the 


‘hands of representatives of Great Britain, France, Germany and 


the United States, the latter keeping the predominant influence 
in the control. There is nothing sinister in this proposal; it 1s quite 
right that the United States should retain that measure of control 
by which it can best safeguard the interests of those that after 
all cannot do much for themselves and that-look to this country 
with what, if there be such a thing in diplomacy, 1s rather a wistful 
survival of dependent and innocent servitude. The United States 
wishes to establish no protectorate, but only that there may be 
rendered that justice and done that kindness that are neither white 


nor black.

Property 
Tax 


there is a real desire for equal taxation. An 
equitable levy has been reached approximately . 
in relation to real estate. Where there are 
inequalities in taxes on real estate the error 
lies, generally speaking, in faulty judgment 
rather than in intentional dishonesty. Real 
estate is visible. It cannot long escape its 
responsibilities. The great problem in 
taxation is found in dealing with personal i 
property. The complaints which are heard in this, that or the other 
community with regard to the concealment of personal property, 
with relation to its undervaluation, with respect to the evasion by 
the rich of their proper share of taxation and the unjust burden 
which is thereby placed upon the shoulders of those whose worldly 
possessions are small, are common to every city in the country. 

Economists, statesmen, legislators have all struggled to devise 
a plan or to enact a law which would operate to yield revenue 
from an equitably distributed personal tax, and it can be said, in 
It is not pretended in any 
community now that the personal tax is equitable. The best that 
can be said is that in some communities a more earnest effort is 
made than in others to assess the taxpayers equitably. 

Chicago has been among the foremost of the great cities in 
attempting to find a solution for this problem. It hoped to find it 
through the operation of its board of review. That’ it has not 
succeeded is evident from the fact that lately many of its wealthy 
citizens were included among those who in one way or another 
were evading the tax. The matter is now being considered by a 
special revenue commission under the auspices of the state 
government. Not much hope is held out that the result of the 
adoption of new methods will be satisfactory. Here and there, and 
with greater frequency than ever before, the’ proposition is. made 
that the system of personal taxation be abandoned altogether. The 
personal property tax is not honestly paid, it is contended, by any 
class. It is alleged that it encourages dishonesty, and that its 
discontinuance would mean a very long step toward higher. public 
morality. 

But to drop the personal property tax means that the entire 
system of taxation shall be reorganized. There would be no object 
in dropping it unless a taxing system could be devised whereby all 
might be made to bear an equitable share of the burden, no more 
and no less. Surely there is an opportunity here for ingenuity of 
the first order. 3 
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
